An unusual question popped 


up in my mail recently. A 16- 
year-old girl asks, ". . .my girl 
friends and I have had a rough 
time trying to figure out how to 
'play hard to get.' Some older 
girls we know tell us playing 
hard to get is the only way to 
make a good impression on 
boys. They say we must make 
the boys think we are pretty cool 
about the whole thing, even 
when we are dying for them to 
ask us for a date. Can you ex- 
plain how to play hard to get 
without making the boys think 
you don't care about dating?" 


The expression, "play hard to 


get," is misleading, because it 
does not mean exactly what it 
says. It's true meaning "can be 
more accurately expressed by 
saying "don't be too easy to 
get!" There is a big difference! 
A girl who acts as'though she 
were an iceberg and unin- 
terested in any attention from 
boys is likely to be taken 
seriously, considered a snob and 
be left out in the cold, where 
icebergs belong. So unless that 
is a girl's intention, to be left 
strictly alone, she had better not 
work too hard at playing hard to 
get. 


middle-of-the-road way for girls 
to get along happily with boys 
without appearing too anxious. 
The first step a girl must take is 
to decide which of the boys she 
knows are not suitable dating 
companions and with this group 
be completely "hard to get," no 
dating at all. With all the others 
a girl should learn to play the 
ages-old game of being in- 
terested 
without being too 


eager. 


Be openly friendly and ob- 


viously pleased when you see a 
boy you like but do not give him 
any idea you "expect" him to 
ask for a date. Try to let a boy 
know in a smooth way that you 
are glad to know him and enjoy 
his company. But don't carry it 
any father than that. If the boy is 
interested, he will take it from 
there and try to develop the 
acquaintance. If he doesn't, a 
girl had better forget him and 
hunt for other boys who like her 
type. 


Girls often complain it seems 


unfair that they have to sit back 
and wait for boys to pay at- 
tention to them while boys can 
be more aggressive and go after 
any girl they like. The complaint 
is fully justified. There is no 
good reason why a girl cannot 


select and pursue boys of her 
choice, except that it does not 
work. Our society frowns on 
aggressive females and clings to 
the ancient idea that girls must 
hide their romantic feelings at 
all costs. 
Playing "hard to get" is not 


the way to attract boys because 
most boys will not try to over- 
come a girl's "go-away- at- 
titude, believing it isn't worth 
the effort. The secret is for a girl 
to reveal her interest and ap- 
proval, giving the boy reason to 
think of her as a desirable date. 
Then, if and when the boy 
suggests a date, he will think it 
was all his own idea — and that's 
the way boys like it!

An unusual question popped 
up in my mail recently. A 16- 
year-old girl asks, “ . . .my girl 
friends and I have had a rough 
time trying to figure out how to 
‘play hard to get.’ Some older 
girls we know tell us playing 
hard to get is the only way to 
make a good impression on 
boys. They say we must make 
the boys think we are pretty cool 
about the whole thing, even 
when we are dying for them to 
ask us for a date.

The expression, “play hard to 
get,” is misleading, because it 
does not mean exactly what it 
says.

eager. 
Be openly friendly and ob­ 
viously pleased when you see a 
boy you like but do not give him 
any idea you “expect” him to 
ask for a date. Try to let a boy 
know in a smooth way that you 
are glad to know him and enjoy 
his company. But don’t carry it 
any father than that. If the boy is 
interested, he will take it from 
there and try to develop the 
acquaintance. If he doesn’t, a 
girl had better forget him and 
hunt for other boys who like her 
type. 
Girls often complain it seems 
unfair that they have to sit back 
and wait for boys to pay at­ 
tention to them while boys can 
be more aggressive and go after 
any girl they like. The complaint 
is fully justified. There is no 
good reason why a girl cannot 


select and pursue boys of her 
choice, except that it does not 
work. Our society frowns on 
aggressive females and clings to 
the ancient idea that girls must 
hide their romantic feelings at 
all costs. 
Playing “hard to get” is not 
the way to attract boys because 
most boys will not try to over­ 
come a girl’s “go-away- at­ 
titude, believing it isn’t worth 
the effort. The secret is for a girl 
to reveal her interest and ap­ 
proval, giving the boy reason to 
think of her as a desirable date. 
Then, if and when the boy 
suggests a date, he will think it 
was all his own idea — and that’s 
the way boys like it!

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Political Ad Cost Oddity

In its wisdom Congress has come up with another effort to 


regulate political campaign expenditures; this one giving can- 
didates for federal office a financial break over their non-political 
compatriots. 


Filled with not unusual 
convoluted 
logic 
and rather 


misdirected zeal, the measures in the Senate and House basically 
would require the nonbroadcast media — newspapers, magazines, 
other periodical publications, and billboard facilities — to sell 
space to federal candidates at their "lowest unit rate." That means 
that short term political advertising would command the same rate 
as long-term contract commercial ad schedules. 


The rationalization given by Congressional sponsors is that the 


media must "not profiteer at the expense of those processes by 
which we choose our leaders," and as attempting "to give can- 
didates for public office greater access to the media so that they 
may better explain their stand on the issues and thereby more fully 
and completely inform the voters," and as preventing commercial 
advertisers from having an "unfair advantage" over a political 
advertiser. 


The reasoning is unimpressive. The economics of media ad- 


vertising are the same as those of other merchandising. Bulk 
purchases command lower unit prices. If you buy a sack of peanuts 
at the ballpark you pay a higher unit rate than if you purchased a 
carload. The commercial advertiser who guarantees a newspaper 
a certain amount of advertising annually gets and deserves a lower 
unit rate than the occasional client. This is accepted as reasonable 
by the less frequent advertiser. 


There is strong ground for thinking the ad cost limit legislation 


as now written is unconstitutional, although the "lowest unit rate" 
theory has never been tested in the Supreme Court. There also is a 
considerable chance that President Nixon may well veto the 
measure, if it is passed, since it does not limit total campaign ex- 
penditures. 


Certainly there are much more realistic ways of lightening the 


undeniably enormous expense of campaigning for public office 
today.

Subsequent 
renegotiations 


have hiked the yearly rental fee 
to $1.93 million. Heal estate and 
buildings no longer needed by 
the Canal Zone administration, 
and worth $28 million, have been 
deeded to Panama.

roots buried in a basic human 
dilemma, social inequity. 


Running the length of the 50- 


mile canal, the Canal Zone 
extends five miles on either side. 
Census figures show just over 
50,000 Americans reside there. 
About 
15,000 
are 
assigned 


government workers, including 
military. 
The 
rest 
are 


"Zonies"—Americans 
living 


there by choice. 


Many Zonies have never lived 


anywhere else. Life is secluded 
there, secure. No need to press 
for social or economic change, 
because wages are good and 
society's boundaries are clearly 
defined. Those boundaries don't 
include Panamanians. 


This segregationist 
attitude 


precipitated the 1964 riots, when 
21 Panamanians and three U.S. 
soldiers were killed. 


This past week, House com-

U.S. canal policy, renewed. Led 
by such men as Rep. Daniel 
Flood (D-Pa.), legislators are 
anxious that we not be black- 
mailed into relinquishing canal 
control.

Russia and Cuba. 


Reports 
indicate 
Russian 


advisors are already causing 
their presence to be felt in 
Panama.

time, most 


congressmen realize we have to 
work to maintain some kind of 
equitable 
rapport 
with 


Panama's 
government. Most 


feel it is doubtful the canal can 
be efficiently operated without 
U.S. supervision—at least, right 
now. There aren't even any 
Panama ship pilots qualified to 
navigate the canal. So, it's 
unlikely we will give up all our 
canal rights. 


But something could be done 


about restoring to Panama's 
national sovereignty that strip 
of land—the Canal Zone—which 
has been such an irritating sore 
spot. It's easy to see why 
Panamanians resent a reser- 
vation, within the boundaries of 
their country, governed and 
controlled by another nation. A 
reservation where they have no 
say, at all. 


Lives have already been lost 


because of this trouble spot—it 
isn't worth the risk of losing any 
more.

At the time, Pan 
American was allegedly blocked 
by BOAC. BOAC, a nationalized 
airline, was struggling along 
inefficiently, developing its own 
redundant airplanes for the sake 
of the national pride. At one 
point, a member of the House of 
Commons observed that it would 
be of net benefit to taxpayers of 
Great Britain if they would offer 
twenty-five pounds to every 
potential client of BOAC as a 
bribe not to fly BOAC. 


But the English were very stiff 


on the point of not permitting the 


fares to decline, and word 
finally wafted in that no airline 
that 
undercharged 
its 


passengers in such a way as to 
embarrass BOAC would be 
permitted to land in London. If 
one plans to fly to England and 
is told one cannot land in Lon- 
don, that tends to put one off, 
and so the English had their 
way. 


Now it is the Americans who 


reach out for protection. It is 
unlikely that the United States 
government will intervene with 
threats to forbid Lufthansa or 
the other airlines from setting 
down at Kennedy Airport. That 
is the kind of pressure we may 
yet use against the supersonic 
airplanes now being developed. 
But if we invoke it, it will be in 
the 
name 
of Ecology, 
not 


protection. As it stands, the 
American airlines will need 
either to improve 
their ef- 


ficiency, or to merge. 


A decade ago, Mr. William 


Rickenbacker proposed that the 
airlines solve their problems by 
selling wholesale their entire 
seating 
capacity 
at 
public 


auctions every six months or so. 
The buyers would then handle 
the tickets much as 
theater 


agents 
handle 
seats 
for 


Broadway plays. If you are 
willing to wait, you pay less. If 
you are willing to go at a 
moment's notice and sit in a seat 
which 
would 
otherwise 
be 


empty, you pay still less. If you 
insist, on going the day before 
Christmas, 
you 
pay 
more. 


Object: to fill the planes. And to 
relieve the carriers of the job of 
merchandising their services, a 
function which is after all ex- 
trinsic to the operation of an 
efficient airline. An interesting 
idea. 


It is to everyone's benefit to 


make available to those who 
would travel the great facilities 
of the jet airplane. Granted, 
there must be an economic flaw. 
It does not do to paper the house, 
as they call it on Broadway 
when you give away tickets 
rather than demoralize'trie" cast." 
But surely the demonstration 
has been made, during this 
perfervid 
summer, 
that the 


rates are too high. It was the 
charter airplanes that made 
that demonstration, and to their 
resourcefulness 
the 
traveling 


public should be grateful. 


And, through all the comm- 


otion, one acknowledges the 
force of the market, the best 
friend of the consumer.

Obviously some constriction

The es- 
ophagu.s is the delicate tube 
through which food passes 
from the mouth into the stom- 
ach. Sometimes a small pouch 
or diverticulum may occur in 
the upper part of the esopha- 
gus. Food may be trapped 
there. There arc, of course, 
other possibilities which can 
be uncovered by X-rays. 


Sometimes a rigid tube, an 


esophagoscope, is i n s e r t e d 
through the mouth and every 
inch of the esophagus is in- 
spected. This is not always 
necessary but is done when a 
difficult problem arises.

In its wisdom Congress has com e up with another effort to 
regulate political cam paign expenditures; this one giving can­ 
didates for federal office a financial break over their non-political 
com patriots. 


F illed 
w ith 
not 
unusual 
convoluted 
logic 
and 
rath er 
m isdirected zeal, the m easures in the Senate and House basically 
would require the nonbroadcast m edia — new spapers, m agazines, 
other periodical publications, and billboard facilities — to sell 
space to federal candidates a t their “ low est unit ra te .” T hat m eans 
that short term political advertising would com m and the sam e rate 
as long-term contract com m ercial ad schedules. 


The rationalization given by C ongressional sponsors is that the 
m edia m ust “ not profiteer a t the expense of those processes by 
which we choose our lead ers,” and as attem pting “ to give can­ 
didates for public office g rea ter access to the m edia so that they 
m ay b e tte r explain their stand on the issues and thereby m ore fully 
and com pletely inform the v o ters,” and as preventing com m ercial 
ad v ertisers from having an “ unfair ad v an tag e” over a political 
advertiser. 


The reasoning is unim pressive. The econom ics of m edia ad­ 
vertising a re the sam e as those of other m erchandising. Bulk 
purchases com m and low er unit prices. If you buy a sack of peanuts 
at the ballpark you pay a higher unit ra te than if you purchased a 
carload. The com m ercial ad v ertiser w ho gu aran tees a new spaper 
a certain am ount of advertising annually gets and deserves a lower 
unit ra te than the occasional client. This is accepted as reasonable 
by the less frequent advertiser. 


T here is strong ground for thinking the ad cost lim it legislation 
as now w ritten is unconstitutional, although the “ low est unit ra te ” 
theory has never been tested in the S uprem e Court. T here also is a 
considerable chance th a t P resid en t N ixon m ay well veto the 
m easure, if it is passed, since it does not lim it total cam paign ex­ 
penditures. 


C ertainly there a re m uch m ore rea listic ways of lightening the 
undeniably enorm ous expense of cam paigning for public office 
today.

WASHINGTON—The 
hand 
that feeds som etim es dishes out 
m ore than can be eaten. And for 
P anam a citizens, the struggle to 
choke 
down 
continued 
U.S. 
control of the P anam a Canal is 
verging on revolt. 
Original negotiations for U.S. 
canal 
control 
w ere 
finalized 
between the two countries in 
1904. 
Then 
a 
sm all, 
newly 
proclaim ed republic (Panam a 
declared 
freedom 
from 
Colombia in 1903), P anam a was 
anxious to obtain U.S. money 
and m ilitary support in its bid 
for independence. 
The country got both. Stalled 
in negotiating canal provisions 
with Colombia, the U.S. quickly 
recognized 
P an am a’s 
sover­ 
eignty and began dealing with 
the new governm ent. We paid 
$10 million initial com pensation 
and agreed to pay $250,000 each 
year. 
U.S. 
naval 
support 
also 
provided the necessary show of 
force to convince Colombia that 
P anam a 
had 
earned 
its 
freedom. 
Colom bia’s 
ruffled 
feathers 
w ere soothed in 1922 when ,.e 
somehow persuaded 
them 
to 
accept a reparation paym ent of 
$25 million. Consoled by the 


bonus, 
Colombia 
agreed 
to 
recognize 
P an am a’s 
in­ 
dependence. 
Subsequent 
renegotiations 
have hiked the yearly rental fee 
to $1.93 million. Heal estate and 
buildings no longer needed by 
the Canal Zone adm inistration, 
and worth $28 million, have been 
deeded to P anam a. We also built 
a 
high-rise 
bridge 
over 
the 
Pacific entrance of the Canal, as 
part 
of 
the 
Inter-A m erican 
Highway system . 
Still, Panam anians are sore at 
us. Why? W hat has the U.S. done 
to enrage this sm all country? 
They should be grateful to us for 
the bounties we have bestowed, 
or so it would seem . But, sadly, 
our 
presence 
is 
resented— 
largely due to our own efforts. 
We have allowed the spectre of 
“ Ugly A m erican” to flourish. 
A 
clause 
in 
the 
original 
Panam a Canal T reaty gave the 
U.S. perpetual control. In 1969, 
partly 
because 
of 
the 
1964 
Panam a riots and partly due to 
constant criticism of the clause, 
a proposal to turn over the 
Canal’s operation was draw n up 
and presented. However, that 
proposal is still pending because 
neither governm ent has ratified 
it. 
So, in this m atter, the P anam a 
governm ent is at fault, a t least 


as m uch as the U.S. But the 
recrim inations and hysterical 
cries of “ Yanqui Im perialism ” 
continue. 
With 
one 
obstacle 
overcome, 
we 
still 
face 
a 
volatile 
situation—one 
with 
roots buried in a basic hum an 
dilem m a, social inequity. 
Running the length of the 50- 
mile canal, 
the Canal 
Zone 
extends five miles on either side. 
Census figures show just over 
50,000 A m ericans reside there. 
About 
15,000 
are 
assigned 
governm ent workers, including 
m ilitary. 
The 
rest 
are 
“ Zonies” —A m ericans 
living 
there by choice. 
Many Zonies have never lived 
anyw here else. Life is secluded 
there, secure. No need to press 
for social or economic change, 
because w ages are good and 
society’s boundaries are clearly 
defined. Those boundaries don’t 
include P anam anians. 
This segregationist attitude 
precipitated the 1964 riots, when 
21 P anam anians and three U.S. 
soldiers w ere killed. 
This p ast week, House com ­ 
m ittee 
hearings, 
concerning 
U.S. canal policy, renewed. Led 
by such m en as Rep. Daniel 
Flood (D -Pa.), legislators are 
anxious th at we not be black­ 
m ailed into relinquishing canal 
control. 
P articularly 
since 


P an am a’s dictator, Gen. O m ar 
Torrijos, 
has 
been 
making 
friendly 
overtures 
to 
both 
Russia and Cuba. 
Reports 
indicate 
Russian 
advisors are already causing 
their presence to be felt in 
Panam a. 


At 
the 
sam e 
tim e, 
most 
congressm en realize we have to 
work to m aintain som e kind of 
equitable 
rapport 
with 
P an am a’s 
governm ent. 
Most 
feel it is doubtful the canal can 
be efficiently operated without 
U.S. supervision—at least, right 
now. There a re n ’t even any 
P anam a ship pilots qualified to 
navigate 
the canal. 
So, 
it’s 
unlikely we will give up all our 
canal rights. 
But som ething could be done 
about restoring to P an am a’s 
national sovereignty that strip 
of land—the Canal Zone—which 
has been such an irritating sore 
spot. 
It’s easy 
to 
see 
why 
Panam anians resent a reser­ 
vation, within the boundaries of 
their country, 
governed 
and 
controlled by another nation. A 
reservation w here they have no 
say, a t all. 
Lives have already been lost 
because of this trouble spot—it 
isn’t w orth the risk of losing any 
m ore.

At one 
point, a m em ber of the House of 
Commons observed that it would 
be of net benefit to taxpayers of 
G reat B ritain if they would offer 
twenty-five 
pounds 
to

potential client of BOAC as a 
bribe not to fly BOAC. 
But the English w ere very stiff 
on the point of not perm itting the 


fares 
to 
decline, 
and 
word 
finally w afted in that no airline 
that 
undercharged

perm itted to land in London. If 
one plans to fly to E ngland and 
is told one cannot land in Lon­ 
don, that tends to put one off;

It is 
unlikely that the U nited States 
governm ent will intervene with 
threats to forbid Lufthansa or 
the other airlines from setting 
down a t Kennedy A irport.

I believe it is a fair assump­ 
tion that drug problems are 
more 
frequently 
associated 
with juvenile delinquency and 
school 
dropouts. 
Thus 
this 
m ight be one of the links be­ 
tween adolescent drugs and 
parental alcoholism.

For the past two years I 
have noticed that when I eat 
solid dry food, it seems to get 
stuck somewhere in my neck. 
There is no real pain but the 
sensation lasts until I wash 
it down with a great deal of 
water. How would you sug­ 
gest I go about finding out 
what causes this?

Dear Mr. B.: My immediate 
response, of course, is to say 
that you have delayed seeing 
your physician far too long. I 
w ill try to outline some of the 
studies that should be made 
but let me tell you em phatic­ 
ally that neither I, as a prac­ 
ticing physician, nor any other 
writer can possibly substitute 
for your own doctor’s direc­ 
tion. 
Obviously some constriction 
or narrowing of the esophagus 
must be considered. The es­ 
ophagus is the delicate tube 
through 
which 
food 
passes 
from the mouth into the stom ­ 
ach. Sometimes a small pouch 
or diverticulum m ay occur in 
the upper part of the esopha­ 
gus. Food m ay be trapped 
there. There are, of course, 
other possibilities which can 
be uncovered by X-rays. 
Sometimes a rigid tube, an 
esophagoscope, is i n s e r t e d 
through the mouth and every 
inch of the esophagus is in­ 
spected. This is not always 
necessary but is done when a 
difficult problem arises.
